Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejections under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Saito (US 6,340,299) in view of 
Smith et al. (US 4,653,957) are not persuasive because Smith is reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the inventor 
was concerned, namely, a pneumatic vibration generating mechanism. Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejections under 35 
USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Saito (US 6,340,299) in view of Seki (US 4,961,817) are not persuasive because Seki is 
reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the inventor was concerned, namely, a pneumatic vibration generating 
mechanism. Regarding claim 39, Constantz et al. disclose Applicant's process except for the volume of cement dispensed. Thus, 
application of In re Aller is deemed appropriate.
